Forests  have  been  mined  in  much  the 
same  way  that  praine  wheal  licldt  were 
mined  )0  years  ago.  everything  taken  out  and 
nothing  put  back  m.  h was  to  do  some- 
thing about  this  that  the  Forest  Act  was 
amended  last  year  to  proeide  for  greater 
fortei  management  and  work  towards  a lus- 
laioed  yield  policy. 

That  will  acarccly  be  secured  by  ticing  up 
large  standi  of  timber  through  conferring 
pcfpetQAl  rights  upon  selected  concerns,  as  a 
Coalition  member  pointed  out  lo  the  Lcfia- 
latQie  this  week  Ibis  could  rattly  remove 
from  active  prodoction  and  use  Urge  area*, 
as  the  apecial  pmerve  of  monopoliatk 
ageocMO.  (o  the  detriment  of  the  public  in- 
leieet.  Forau  arc  a capital  asMt.  and  to  be 
rcalined  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  tt  ia 
beet  that  they  should  be  avsilsble  to  the  free 
•omptittivs  efforts  of  all  oprrator*  willing 
- bid  tee  the  prtviltfe 


These  are  retention  of  the  present  govern 
mrnt  by  commiMion.  which  means  a con- 
tinuation of  colonial  status,  a return  to  the 
responsible  self  government  that  was  New- 
foundland's until  financial  trouble  caused  an 
appeal  for  help  lo  the  United  Kingdom,  or 
union  with  Canada.
